The belief has been held here that

be settled there and then. 
Only a

Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang have 
taken part in the rising. 
Nanking, 
Changsha, Canton and other cities of 
known revolutionary tendencies havei 
not responded to the call of the insur 
gents, so far as can be learned. They 
are seemingly awaiting the result of 
the flrsj encounter. 
Russian troops have been order* 1 
to suppress any excesses by revolu­ 
tionaries or bandits near the railw ay | 
in Manchuria, without waiting for fur- ¡ 
ther instructions.

An edict has been issued forbidding 
the exportation of rice from Peking.

Officials of the steel corporation re­ 
fuse to state the reasons for the can­ 
cellation of the big lease. 
It is also possible that the steel cor­ 
poration will make a reduction in its 
ore carrying rates on its railroads. 
The Great Northern ore contract 
stipulates that the lease w ill continue 
until ore Is exhausted, unless, on June 
1, 1915, the lease is terminated un­ 
der the option reserved to said lessee. 
In the event of a cancellation of 
lease to the steel corporation of the 
Great Northern ore lands the latter 
would presumably be 
leased, as a 
whole or In part, to other users of iron 
ore. Ju st what the effect of the change 
on the tonnage of ore transported to 
the upper lake ports by the Great 
Northern would be is problematical.
